BDITOHS RBPUIIUOAS : As a matter in 


which tho public and tho city Council aro 
inlorestcd, 1 wish to call attention to tho 
useleBB and inconvenient jogs and irregu- 
larities in tbo foncofl and sidewalks, exist- 
ing in various localities in tbo city. I do- 
Biro at this time, more especially, to call at- 
tention to tho unsightly.irregularity on 
North stroet, near tho second ward Bchool 
houso.jwhich, if existing in soinoiothor por- 
tions of tho city, would cause a huo and 
cry such as no City Council could with- 
stand. 


The property-holders in the vicinity 


named are mostly In good circumstances, 
and eomo of thorn aro, or havo boon, prom- 
inent as professional and business men.— 
Tills fact, of course, should not and docs 
not iiillnonco those who have had tho pow- 
er to correct tho'ovll, for no man however 
prominent or wealthy, should bo allowed 
to obstruct a public highway under cir- 
cumstances whoro a poor man could not 
do the same. 


Kvcry citizen IB interested in tho good 


looks aud convenience of our streets and 
sidewalks; in llio result of damages and 
costs accruing from neglect to remove ob- 
structions, and in the public welfare of the 
city. 


On inquiry I loam tlmt several residents 


on tho north side of tho street named, havo, 
either knowingly or Ignomutly, appropria- 
ted from six to seven foot of tho slr'ect, and 
enclosed it with thoir lots; and thut if these 
property owners would put their fences 
back this distance they would still havu all 
tho land thoy own and Iho street would bo 
straightened and of a satisfactory width. 


It is reported that this ground is occu- 


pied by tho action and authority of tho 
Oity Council, but this Is daily contradicted 
by others, who claim that tho city authori- 
ties havo not authorized any Buch appro- 
priation. 


Will it not bo advisable for tho City 


Council to search tho records and find out 
what former Councils Imvo done in this 
matter, and as independent man, establish 
tho right. Wo havo n Board of Council- 
men, wha, while thoy are willing to pay a 
duo regard to tho legitimate acts of Ihelr 
predecessors, will not shrink from correct- 
ing their errors aud doing justice to com- 
plainants. It has already been threatened 
that unless Iho parsons occupying Ihe pub- 
lie highway on tho north sldo of the street 
named, aro made to go back on, or near to 
their respective lines, proceedings will bo 
instituted against tho city for obstructing 
tho Blroets, Under present circumstances 
could anything bo more deprecated than 
tho adding of expenses lo a doploted treas- 
ury. But do not understand that I aJvise 
Iho surrender of a single right or a particle 
of honor to save cxpnnso. It has boon al- 
leged that it is a neighborhood quarrel and 
local prejudices are connected with it, and 
that the City Council are not going to set 
IheniBolvcs up us arbitrators to Bottle neigh- 
borhood disputes. 
Thin, within certain 


limits, is a commendable spirit, and tho 
Council would belittle themselves wcro 
thoy in their official capacity, to engage in 
neighborhood quarrels ; and no one is so 
blind or so foolish as to ask this of thorn.— 
But when these local jealousies aud con- 
tentions end In narrow streets and ob- 
structed sidewalks which interfere with 
the rights of all of tho citizens, and mar 
tho beauty of tho city; then it is their 
duty to Interfere, paying no attention what- 
ever to tho jealousies or prejudices of tho 
disputants, having an eye only to jitatioc 
and 
'i if/ht. 


It neighborhood quarrels havo not caus- 


ed delay in remedying tho evil, as Is con- 
tended by some, then docs tho cause rest 
with the City Council? and aro our dolo 
gated representatives aiming to gratify Iho 
wishes of a few, and lo thwart Iho desires 
of the many ?

cauco of delay it rests wilh our present 
City Council to lake a deckled Htuml, as 
Ihe matter must have a termination, and 
the longer it is put oil' tho more (illllcult 
will be tho Botllement.
